Alps, constructed for the purpose of con­ 
veying trees from the mountain* to the 
L ike of Lucerne.

“ 'I his railroad, which was comrdefed in 
the year 1818, is formed entirely of about 
2*>0,000 Urge pine trees, deprived of their 
balk.m d ttntfed togethers* a very ingenious 
manner, without the aid of iron.

T h e bodies were taken by 
the Coroner to Q uincy, and in order to 
thaw them sufficiently to inveitigate the 
cause of death, were placed in s brook 
where they remained till next morning.— 
On removing their clothing it was discover­ 
ed that the shorter of the two was a female. 
T h e bodies were at once recognized as 
the remains of two strangers who disap 
peared from Quincy in the first week id 
November last. 
About ten days previous 
to that time, they came to the tow n and 
gave their names, the man na John Green, 
aged 20, and the female as George Sands, 
aged 18. 
Green staled that lie was a shoe­ 
maker by trade and was from Ohio with 
his half-brother. 
He obtained work 
st 
bootmaking al the store of J. D. Witcher 
where he 
remained 
eight days. 
Sands 
assumed to he an artist, and was in the 
habit of reading to Green while he was ai 
the work bench. 
They always appeared 
cheerful and happy, although one or two 
expressions they let fall indicated that some 
hidden mystery rested on their lives. They 
seemed deeply interested iii the develope 
ments of the “ spirit world," and used to 
talk and read a great deal on the subject.— 
Their conversation, according to the testi 
mony of all who were acquainted with 
them, was quite intelligent, especially that 
of Sands, who evidently had been well 
brought up. 
Their intention, they said, 
was to remain at the North for nx month*, 
and then to return to Ohio via New O r ­ 
leans. 
On live morning after the general elec­ 
tion iii November, Greene complained of 
being unwell, aud did not go to his work. 
He invited his companion to go to walk, 
whiz com plied with evident reluctance, tell­ 
ing a female iii the family that it was only 
to oblige John. They s l o p e d at the Union 
store in the village, where Greene went in 
and bought some powder and percussion 
caps. 
After they left the store, they were 
seen passing along with hands joined and 
swinging. 
T hey were again seen a* they 
mounted the hill in the direction where 
their bodies were found.

A little money was found on their bodies, 
but nothing that revealed their names or 
history.

ilia! vh« had no wish lo live. 
T h ere can 
be no doubt that the unfortunate beings, in 
an unhealthy state of mind induced pro­ 
bably by misfortune or imprudence, com­ 
mitted suicide— the min shooting the wo­ 
man through the heart aud then blowing 
his braies out. 
T h e jury have returned a 
verdict iii accordance w itll this supposi­ 
tion.

in oblivion. 
W eare sinking in the scale; we 
are losing our influence; wo are already lost 
sight of iii the commercial world, and, as sure 
ly ai we ouce furnished half of America with its 
imports, so surely ara wa now sinking into in 
significance. 
We do not like to depreciate our trade, or to 
look upon the dark side; rather would we make 
the best of that which we have, and cheer every 
little effort for a better state of things, if such 
were permitted us. 
But so are left no room for 
hope ; we sec no movement iii the right quarter, 
and aro therefore prone to believe that the spirit 
which animated our forefathers, no louder exists. 
lf such were not the ease, the grass would never 
grow in our streets, nor towns that have seen 
but a score of years, bo allowed to lur; ass us in 
commercial enterprise.
